Whiting Stakes yesterday at Lakeside and his 
win was perhaps one of the grt-atest flukes that 
ever happened on any race course around Chi- 
cago. This colt is a big over-grown fellow by 
Esher — Lady Caroline and some time in the 
future may prove to 1x3 a horse of note, especi- 
ally in going over a distance of ground, but no 
matter how great a horse he shoula happen to 
tnrn out to be and no matter how many stake 
events he may captur»», he will always be re- 
membered by those who saw the Whiting 
Stakes run as on<* of the luckiest of stake 
winners. 

Coupled in the >>eiting with Lillie Pantland 
Benson Caldwell was as good as 20 to 1 at post 
time and with ii. Stuart up no one seemed to 
care to hack him or the entry at that price. 

What helpe<l to make Benson Caldwell win 
was the peculiar way in which the race was run. 
Caywo<Hl, witli Sad Sam, managed to steal a 
march on starter Dwyer and got away allying. 
.\11 of the jockeys in the race with the excepti*>n 
of H. .Stuart at once set sail for the pacemaker 
and one after another wasted what speed their 
mount had in trying to get to and pass Sad Sam. 
Stuart, however, seemed pc'rfectly contented 
with galloping ahing ‘behind the field and just 
to b«* like a real jockey he hugged the rail with 
seemingly not a 1,000 to 1 chance of getting 
through. But luck was with Stuart and the 
colt and to his surprise and the astonishment of 
those who saw the race the loaders swung wide 
on the stretch bend, leaving plenty of 
room for Stuart to get through. The jockey 
snatched up this opportunity and beft>re 
he was aware of what was going on the young- 
sters that were in the front rank began to tire, 
and after a little bumping match with Ben 
Magen Benson Caldwell forged to the front, win- 
ning easily by four lengths. Dandy Jim, the 4 
to 5 favorite for the race, was handleil with 
miserable judgment by Narvaez, and at the 
finish was fourth, a neck behind Lillie Pant- 
land. 

Midget j<x‘keys seem to be the rage around 
the Chicago tracks, and every .season some 
small youngster wins for himself numerous 
friends and incidentally a reputation. One 
year it was Bobby Hothersall. .\nother year 
Johnny Reiff was an idol, but at the present 
time little Willie Waldo, with a bright shining 
face and with the courage of a lion, is the apple 
of the race-going public’s eye. This fifty-pound 
mhtget stirred up more enthusiasm by winning 
the last race with Rollins than has yet been 
displayed at the Lakeside meeting. Rollins is 
such a big, awkward horse that Willie did not 
look larger than a frog perched on his back, but 
nevertheless he seemed to have perfect control 
of the big animal, and amid deafening applause 
the pair came home by themselves four lengths 
ahead of Thomas Carey. 

“Red Leaf” Bill’s filly Rosavanuah seems to 
be hoodooed, and try as she will it seems im- 
possible for her to get to the wire first. There 
was a very ordinary lot in the fifth an<l Rosa- 
vannah, with ‘Scopes’ Rose up, was made fav- 
orite. Rose did the best he could and Rosavan- 
nah ran to her mark but she met with a little 
interference on the stretch turn and was beaten 
by the narrow margin of a nose by Heroics. 
The ex-jockey, Tom Costello, has the latter and 
as he said after a hard winter with snowballs 
as a steady diet the purse came in rather handy. 

Minyon appears to be a sprinter of no mean 
ability and for the third time since the meeting 
opened landed the long end of a purse. She 
carried 105 imunds and handily did three-quar- 
ters of a mile in 1 :14L 

“Pa” Bradley declared that he needed the 



money and so he chucked Holdup in a mile and 
a sixteenth race with .S.3 pounds. Holdup went 
to the front at the start and, setting a pace to 
suit himself and one that was too fast for the 
other platers opixjsed to him, “rolled” home. 

PtK>r “Texas” Smith. Perhaps he did not 
know what he was about when ho claimed Kid 
Cox last week. At any rate, the youngster 
jogged four and one-half furlongs in56i seconds 
in the first race making Robert Waddell and 
six other two-year-olds look like thirty cents. 

Albert Simons thought Orion would win the 
fifth race and he and his friends backed him at 
3 to 1. The gelding ran a good race, but it was 
not gotxl enough to win and he finished second 
to Her Favor. The latter was entered to be 
sold for .$2C0, but Simons boosted her to .i!300 and 
got her. 

WORK OF EASTERN RACERS, 

Quite a number of the horses who will start 
for the Brooklyn Handicap.Belmont Stakes and 
other important events, the decision of which is 
near at hand, were given stiff work on the New 
York tracks Monday, concerning which Morn- 
ing Telegraph of Tuesday says: 

“The weather was perfect and the .atmos- 
phere most pleasant at Morris Park yesterd.ay 
morning during the hours when the runners 
were called upon to face the open for their pre- 
paratory gallops. There was no diminution of 
the number of racers shown on the course dur- 
ing these hours, and the scene was an animated 
one all during the morning. 

“Many of the racers quartered at the course 
have been attacked with an epidemic of cough- 
ing, but so far it seems to be of a mild character, 
and the effects have not been serious enough to 
stop them entirely from their work, although in 
.-several cases it has been acute enotigh to hinder 
anything but mediocre exercise and forbid rac- 
ing altogether. 

The track had thoroughly dried out and was ] 
good and safe, but not fast. 

Some of the moves were of a first-class kind 
and included the work of several Brooklyn Han- 
dicap caudidate« that was conspicuously good. 

“Trainer A. J. .Joyner was early on the ground, 
and hie great racer Ethelbert was the first of 
his division to have a preparatory try. With 
Maher in the saddle he covered the mile and a 
(juarter distance in 2:13. the fractions showing: 
Quarter, 2.5; half, 50i; six furlongs. 1:17; seven 
furlongs. I:;i0: mile, 1:14; mile and a furlong, 
1:58; mile and a (luarter, 2:13. The pace was 
even throughout, and Ethelbert showed a bit 
tired at the finish. Trainers wjio had Brooklyn 
Handicap candidates in their barns watched the 
trial intently and prontmneed it first-class. 

"Tlie Chamberlain, David Garrick, Maribert, 
Gonfalon and a lot of the stable’s two-year-olds 
trotted and cantered. 

“J. E. Madden’s Brooklyn Handicap eligibles. 
Gulden and .Approval, were the next to essay 
the mile and a quarter route in preparation for 
the great race, and they did the trick in 2:151. 
Odom had the leg up on Gulden and the time, 
taken fractionally, was as follows: Furlong, 
13; (juarter, 25!; three furlongs, 38; half, 51; 
five furlongs, 1:041; six furlongs, 1:19; seven 
furlongs, 1:33; mile, 1:48; mile and a furlong, 
2:01; mile and a (juarter, 2:15!. Gulden won 
the trial by a scant length, but was all out at 
the finish. 

“Kilmarnexjk breezed a mile at about a two- 
minute clip. A pair of youngsters rattled off 
the half mile ground at a good clip. After his 
trial with Gulden.Approval was repeated a mile 
in 1 :45 and pulled up in good shape. 

P. J. Dwyer's Half Time, which is an eligible 
for the Brooklyn event with 108 pounds up, was 
allowed a mile turn in 1:474. The youngsters 



Malden and Helmboldt covered the half mile 
ground in 52 seconds. 

“.I. Featherstone’s clever two-year-old Black 
Fox reeled off the half-mile route in 52 seconds. 
Iroquois Belle turned a mile in 1 :.’^0. Mesmerist 
and Missionary trotted and cantered and breezed 
through the back .stretch at half speed. Indian 
Fairy and a set of youngsters trotted and cant- 
ered. Heliobas breezed six furlongs in 1 :20. 

“J. R. Keene’s Toddy and Petruchio were al- 
lowed a half-mile breather in 53 seconds. Un- 
masked, St. Cloud and others were put to medi- 
ocre exercise. 

“Trainer Hildreth of the W. C. Whitney 
string sent The Bachelor a mile and a quarter in 
2:18. Admiration breezed three furlongs at a 
good clip. The youngsters Prince Charles, 
Ballyhoo Bey, Elkhom and others got short 
breathers at half speed.’’ 

WASHINGTON I'ARK PURSES. 

•Uong in the early ’90's Washington Park- 
purses were of a value to make the average 
turfman’s mouth water, when comj)ared with 
similar offerings of the present day on Western 
tracks. Then the Washington Park purses 
ranged from $800 to $l,ii00, and the owner who 
could not land stakes could still win comforting 
money if his horses could capture a fair share 
of theordinary purses. It is Secretary Howard’s 
liberal purpose to work back to the old stand- 
ard of values offered and to this end the pro- 
gram book, now in press, shows that at the 
coming Washington Park meeting the ordinary- 
purses will range from .WOO to .$800, while the 
over-night handicaps will be for the generous 
sum of $1,000. This cheerful information cannot 
fail to interest Western turfmen who for some 
years past have been ft>rced to run good horses 
for purses ranging from .$200 to .$400. It is an- 
nounced that the purse for the opening mile 
clash the first day at Washington Park wilt be 
$800. It will be for three-year-olds and upward 
at weight for age and will be an opener in 
keeping with the traditions of the premier joc- 
key club of the west. 

INDIANA HANDICAP WEIGHTS. 

The stake event for the closing day at Lake- 
side will be the Indiana Handicap, a six fur- 
long dash for the .speedy sprinters. It received 
a fine entry list and is likely to lie contested 
by a huge field. Secretary Nathanson had no 
easy task in assigning the weights, but he ap- 
pears to have done it with equity and good 
judgment. The weights are as follows :

The goo<l ones are Lieutenant Gibson, 
His Excellency, Bangle, Donald Bain, Mr. Smith 
and Sweet Hawthorne. His wins in the Ken- 
tucky Derby and Clark Stakes have domtm- 
stratefl that Lieutenant Gibson i>; the b<wt three- 
year-old any Chicago man has racetl in a long 
time, and he is certain to be a warm favorite in 
the Turf Congress Handicap, which is to be nm 
at Hawthorne next Wednesday. 

Touts of all kinds and their coiiipanioii evil, 
the tip sellers, are to be banished fnim Haw- 
thorne. Orders were issued yesterday for a 
vigorous crusade against all men aa«l-*nys 
caught trying to “tout’’ bettors, or pretending 
to dispose of stable information in any way, 
and also against the lusty-luiiged shriekers who 
peddle tips. They are all to bo driven from tho 
trains as well as the race graunds. Arrange- 
ments have Ixjen made with W. A. Pinkerton to 
furnish a special corps of detectives for this 
work, and the various transiK>rtation companies 
wh»)se lines run to Hawthorne have agree*! to 
co-operate with the Chicago Jockey Clnb offi- 
cials in the suppression of the nuisance. “We 
are determine*! to put an end to this evil,’’ sai<t 
Manager McEvoy last night. “Our action is 
radical, I know, and an extreme innovation in 
Chicago, where the tout hasreigne*! uuuiole.ste*! 
for years, hut we are going to protect our 
patrons from annoyance if we liave to land 
every one of the offenders in jail. People wh*> 
visit a race track f*»r enjoyment don’t like to 
bave their pleasure marred by the persistent 
solii-itations of tipsters, or their ears siJit by 
the bawlings of tip pe*ldlerB, an*l we 
are going to see that the'y may eonie to 
Hawthorn*' unannoyed in this w,ay. All nffenrl- 
ers will be ejected from the grounds and kept 
from the vicinity of the track, and those trying 
to ply their trade *m the cars will Im pntoff. 
The. tout must go, so far as Hawthorne is <?or- 
cemed.” 

Hawthorne’s betting ring will be an open one 
this season. This official announcement was 
ma*le at the jockey club office yesterday. Any 
reputable bookmaker will be allowed te *Iraw 
in for business *)ii payment *>f the regular f«3e. 
This disposes *>f the syndicate book pr*)j«jct on 
the Cicero course and leaves every «x1*Ih layer 
free to make his own prices, base*l on the con- 
dition of his book and his judgment of tbe 
contending horses. Just what actios tke sew 
Bookmakers’ .\ssociation will take in regard tv> 
this m*)ve by the Hawthorne pe*iple i» not 
kn*>wn, but there will be plenty of pensillets on 
hand when the racing begins next Monday, as 
some tw(>nty-five independent bookien in the 
south and east have signified their desire to 
book at Hawthorne provided there is as opes 
ring, and this is now assured.
